Center  District.  School-room  and  wood-house  in  excellent  condition.  Out- 
house needs  doors,  or  at  least  screens  in  front. 

Center  Hill.  Exterior  of  school-house  in  fair  condition;  inside  much  out  of 
joint.  The  floor  has  settled,  the  desks  poor,  and  the  black-boards  little  better  than 
none. 

Washington  Hill.  A  new  school-house  in  process  of  erection  renders  unneces- 
sary the  somewhat  painful  description  of  the  old  one. 
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North  East.     Buildings  all  in  fine  condition  and  insured. 

South  East.  School-house  sadly  needs  repairs  and  is  fast  approaching  the  con- 
dition where  it  must  have  them. 

SouTn  Hollow.     School-house  new,  comfortable,  convenient  and  insured. 

North  Hollow.  School-house  thoroughly  repaired,  but  the  school-room  is  quite 
small.     The  Visitor  fears  too  small  for  comfort  in  the  winter. 

Green.  Buildings  all  repaired  and  in  good  condition.  The  windows  in 'the 
school-room  are  too  near  the  floor  to  give  the  best  light  for  study. 

Riverton.     Buildings  all   in   good  condition.     A  few  desk3  are  needed  in  the 
Primary  room,  to  take  the  place  of  the  old  red  ones. 

Pleasant  Valley.     School-room  needs  a  new  floor  and  new  desks.     Otherwise 
the  buildings  are  in  good  condition. 

Mallory.     School-room  needs  new  desks  and  a  few  other  touches  in  the  way  of 
repairs.

THE  TEACHERS. 

Miss  Ellen  J.  Tiffany  taught  Fall  and  Summer  in  District  No.  1.  Her  education 
is  good  her  faculty  for  giving  instruction  excellent,  and  her  government  mild  and 
firm.     A  first-class  teacher  in  all  respects.     Wages  in  Fall,  $22,  in  Summer  $19. 

Mr  Irwin  C.  Stratton  taught  the  Winter  term  in  District  No.  2.  He  has  a  good 
education  but  seemed  to  the  Visitor  to  lack  the  stability  to  instruct  or  govern  a 
school  in  the  best  manner.     Wages  $25  per  month. 

Miss  Elnora  C.  Miller  had  charge  of  the  same  school  in  the  Summer.  She  has 
good  knowledge  of  the  branches  to  be  taught,  seems  a  little  slow  but  faithful  and 
persistent,  and  though  her  school  did  not  start  off  as  briskly  as  some,  a  very  good 
progress  was  secured  before  it  closed.     Wages  $16 

Miss  Emma  P.  Brewer  taught  the  Winter  term  in  the  3d  District.  She  is  a  grad- 
uate of  Wilbraham  and  this  was  her  first  attempt  at  teaching.  She  has  great  energy 
and  unusual  tact  in  teaching.  A  great  pity  we  cannot  keep  such  teachers  when  we 
find  them.     Wages  $27. 41  fc  per  month. 

Miss  Ida  M.  Case,  another  beginner,  taught  the  same  school  in  the  Summer.  She 
too  (rives  promise  of  superior  skill.  Of  course  we  cannot  hire  her  if  she  completes 
her  course  in  the  Normal  School,  but  somebody  will  reap  the  benefit.   Wages  $20.53J- 

Mrs  Susan  .1  Gaines  had  the  Winter  school  as  usual  in  District  No.  4.  Some- 
what' old-fashioned  but  worth  forty  smutterers  in  the  newer  methods.  Hope  she 
will  teach  there  many  more  winters.      Wages  $22, 

Miss  Mary  B.  Hayes  taught  this  school  in  the  Summer.  She  did  fairly  for  a 
first  attempt  but  will  do  better  next  time.     Wages  $19.28. 

Mrs  \bhie  J  Peck  began  the  Winter  BCD  >ol  in  the  5th  District,  and  seemed 
to  the  Visitor  able  to  carry  it  on  successfully.  The  parents,  however,  showed  such 
opposition  that  it  was  judged  best  to  have  the  term  completed  by  another. 
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Miss  Mina  A.  Case,  who  had  not  taught  before,  completed  the  term;  also  she 
taught  the  Summer  term  in  District  No.  6,  and  fully  sustained  the  high  promise  of 
success  made  in  the  Winter.     Wages  in  Winter  $22.33,  in  Summer  $20.00. 

Miss  Fannie  Church,  another  beginner  took  the  Summer  school  in  the  5th  District. 
Perhaps  with  a  larger  school  Miss  Church  would  have  done  better;  but  with  an  av- 
erage attendance  of  four  scholars  it  was  sleepy  business.     Wages  $16  per  month. 

Miss  Clara  E.  Fitch  taught  the  Winter  school  in  District  No.  6,  and  succeeded 
fairly.     Wages  $20. 

Miss  Elna  E.  Roberts  taught  the  Winter  term  in  District  No.  7,  and  soon  after  left 
the  teacher's  field,  not  for  want  of  success  but  because  another  life  presented  more 
attractions.     Wages  $22. 

Miss  Anna  M.  Lampson  was  teacher  of  this  school  in  the  Summer.  Some  com- 
plaint was  made  of  neglect  of  the  smaller  scholars,  but  the  Visitor  saw  no  indica- 
tion of  such  error.  To  him  Miss  Lampson,  seemed  above  the  average  in  qualifica- 
tion, energy  and  success.     Wages  $22. 

Miss  Helen  F.  Taylor  taught  during  the  year  in  the  8th  District.  She  has  had 
considerable  experience  in  teaching  and  is  a  good  teacher  in  most  points,  but  seems 
to  the  visitor  a  little  lacking  in  force.     Wages  $21. 

Mr.  John  A.  Moore  had  charge  of  the  upper  department  of  the  Riverton  school 
through  the  year.  He  apparently  was  as  well  liked  and  as  successful  as  the  year 
before,  and  the  Visitor  is  pleased  to  know  that  he  has  been  hired  again.   Wages  $32. 

Miss  Alice  C.  Blish  taught  the  primary  department  of  the  same  school  through 
the  year,  She  seems  to  secure  and  hold  the  regard  of  the  children,  and  has  im- 
proved greatly  in  her  teaching  methods.     Wages  $20. 

Miss  Nellie  M.  Marsh  was  the  teacher  through  the  year  in  the  Valley  or  10th 
District.  Her  scholars  will  not  be  likely  to  fall  asleep,  and  if  she  will  add  refine- 
ment to  her  other  qualifications  they  will  be  very  good.     Wages  $21. 

Miss  Annie  Humphrey  taught  in  the  11th  District  through  the  year.  For  some 
reason  she  did  not  secure  the  regard  of  the  scholars',  and  yet  they  made  excellent 
progress.  The  Visitor  is  confident  that  with  continued  effort  she  will  make  an 
excellent  teacher.     Wages  $21.
